Three important events mark the history 
of Gettysburg — the great battle on the 1st, 2d and 
3d of July, 1863 — the dedication of the Soldiers’ 
"National cemetery on the 19th of November, in the 
same year — and the laying of the corner stone of the 
Soldiers’ National monument on Tuesday last, the 
anniversary of the Declaration of American Inde­ 
pendence. 
Anivals — As early as Friday and Saturday the 
trains came in crowded with visitors, causing an un­ 
usual stir. 
Six companies of the 1st Connecticut cavalry. Col. 
Ives. went into camp on Culp’s Hill, a battery of ten 
guns of horse artillery, Brig. Gen. Robison command­ 
ing, encamped lower down on Rock creek. The 50th 
Pa. regiment, Col. Telford, encamped on Culp’s Hill. 
On Sunday evening the infantry appeared on dress 
parade in centre square. 
Two excellent bands dis­ 
coursed their* richest music — the 56th Massachusetts 
and the 9th Veteran Reserve corps. 
On Saturday evening the Baltimore City council’s. 
Musical association. Masons, Odd Fellows, etc., ar­ 
rived — extra trains coming in every few hours. The 
town seemed a jam, and it became a matter of gen­ 
eral wonder how all were to be boarded and slept, but 
we believe comfortable quarters were found for every­ 
body. 
Serenades — During Monday evening amidst a pro­ 
fuse display of rockets and pyrotechnics in centre 
square, a band of music appeared in front of the resi­ 
dence of David Wills, Esq.. where a number of the 
distinguished visitors stayed, and commenced a beau­ 
tiful air. This attracted a vast crowd and after the 
music ceased, calls were made for Gov. Curtin. 
He 
responded briefly —- Gen. Mead was also called for, 
he bowed bis thanks, but made no comment speech — 
he nevei makes speeches. Gen. Howard made a few 
remarks, and Hon. Horace Maynard, of Tenn., spoke 
as the representative of the President’s party, regret­ 
ting that President Johnson was prevented from at­ 
tending the ceremonies of the 4th. on account of severe 
indisposition. 
The Fourth — The day broke clear and pleasant, 
and was ushered in by a national .salute 
The bells 
rang out a joyous peal. 
The Marshals — The Marshals assembled at the 
court house at 9 o’clock — the military marshals wear­ 
ing straw' colored sashes, and the citizen marshals’ 
sash es of white silk — all with white gloves and batons. 
The chief marshal was Major General John W. Geary. 
The procession formed between IO and ll o’clock, 
and marched up Baltimore street to the cemetery, in 
the order following, as nearly as we could get it: Chief 
Marshal and Aids, Cavalry, Artillery, Infantry. Gen. 
Meade and staff, Army and ex-Army Officers. Soldiers 
of the War of 1812, Foreign Ministers, Orator, Chap­ 
lains and Poet, Governors, Managers of Soldiers 
cemetery, Masons, Odd Fellow’s, City Councils, etc , 
citizens bringing up the rear. 
Ceremonies 
After music by (he band the Rev Dr 
Stephen H, Tyng made ^ few remarks and offered a 
most fervent prayer 
After prayers, tile National 
Musical association of Baltimore, under the leader­ 
ship of Prof. Root, sung the "Gettysburg Monumental 
Ode,” by Gen. W H. Hayward, of Baltimore 
Judge Gooding, United States Marshal of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, read a letter from President 
Johnson. . . , 
Laying the Corner Stone - The ceremony of tenting, 
fitting and setting the stone the pouring of corn and 
oil, occupied half an hour and concluded with the 
invocation by Master Lucius H. Scott, of the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania. 
Among the articles deposited were th* Constitutions 
of all the states whose soldiers fought for the Union 
in the Gettysburg battle; Constitution of the United 
States; President’s emancipation proclamation; lust of 
soldiers who were killed; and the names of those who 
are buried in the cemetery, together with rolls of the 
Army of the Potomac; an account of the battle of 
Gettysburg, and a copy of the consecretion ceremonies. 
The Oration — The orator of the day, Major Gen­ 
eral O. O. Howard, of Maine, one of the heroes of the 
battle of Gettysburg, delivered tile address 
At the conclusion of an appropriate poem read by 
Col. C. G. Halpine, of New York, Governor Curtin 
addressed the assemblage in an eloquent speech. 
After the regular programme had been disposed ot 
Hon. Horace Maynard, Gen. Thomas, Gen. Geary, 
and others were loudly called for, and made speeches. 
The benediction was then pronounced by Rev D. 
T Carnahan.

H 
ELEN HULLS "Through the House Door" is a 
novei-length study of human emotion conduct­ 
ed w ith minute care and a sympathy so pervasive that 
it rob-> the book of almost all contrast, Everybody has. 
Miss Hull intimates, his good points and these are 
so carefully exposed that the reader is left with no 
scapegoat 
except himself. 
The framework is this 
Beatrice Downing has been forced to earn a living 
for lier husband and daughter because (lie husband, 
who is a research professor, has lost his sight, He is 
not quite blind, but he cannot read, cannot use a 
microscope, and after a year his university flus been 
forced to release him on a pitifully small pension 
Beatrice becomes a kind of Martha Deane, and she 
is successful. 
Julian, lier husband, resents ills posi­ 
tion; the daughter sides with her father, and Beatrice 
is left with only her radio job to comfort her 
There is, of course, a man who wants Beatrice, On 
the side there are Agatha, who is Beatrice's mother, 
and Humbert, who is the philanderer Agatha married 
atter her first husband’s death. 
Miss Hull expertly 
extends Ult strains possible in such a group through 
the length ot her novel — it is not, by the way, a very 
long novel, which makes it a pleasant change for 
some Others we could mention. 
Miss Hull’s point is that at almost any moment in 
her story the increasingly tight situation could be 
resolved with a few words and a little understanding 
properly applied 
At Hie end exactly this happens, and 
the complications of some 250 pages are removed with 
the flick of a literary dustcloth 
But not before every 
twinge of conscience or desire has been viewed from 
every side, and sometimes turned wrong side out and 
tlu beams inspected in the manner of a woman de­ 
ciding whether a garment will stand letting out. 
M ins Hull, as usual, spends very little time on fur­ 
nishing her stage, possibly because everything is 
hafipebivi in the minds of her people 
But the reader 
neVei* knows exactly wliat sort of place either family 
inhabits, and has rather a sketchy idea of the exterior 
appearance of the characters. 
He does know their 
thoughts and their emotions, and however improb­ 
able some ol these may seem when examined after 
a good night s sleep, in* believes in them as Miss Hull 
describes them.
